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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Merrimack, New Hampshire 
| February 18, 1946 
To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of .Merri- 
mack: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


‘The crowded conditions reported last year remain about 
the same. Merrimack Village is still over crowded in the 
first four grades. We are able to accommodate the upper 
grades without difficulty this year. There are seven of the 
‘lower grade children transported to Reed’s Ferry. Thanks 
to the cooperation of the parents this plan is working very 
well. It is not the best possible but it adds greatly to the 
efficiency of the school system. Thornton’s Ferry is still 
crowded in the lower grades. The upper grades enrollment 
is much smaller. We may have to shift the rooms to ac- 
commodate the lower grades. This will not be expensive 
nor difficult. 


A study of the enrollment tables on another page of this 
report will show the problems that confront us. Anything 
over thirty pupils in a four grade room makes a difficult 
situation for the teacher to handle and get the best results. 

The teacher shortage is still with us. Just how long we 
can keep our present source of supply is becoming more and 
more a serious question. We may have to draft some of our 
substitute teachers who live in Merrimack and who have 
done very good work. We appreciate their willingness to 
help in time of trouble. We were unable to secure a Home 
Economics teacher for McGaw. Thus far this year we have 
had a partially qualified substitute who is keeping on until 
we can secure a fully qualified teacher. Mr. Lawrence Corn- 
wall was replaced by Mr. Charles Warner. The enrollment 
table shows the largest enrollment in recent years. 


South Merrimack still presents a very difficult problem. 
Neither of the two buildings in that area are adequate for 
school purposes. We were able to close the Number 5 
school at Reed’s Pond this year. It is very difficult at the 
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present time to get teachers to handle all eight grades in one 
school. The schoo] at Number 12 in South Merrimack vil- 
lage is over crowded. The present prospect of opening the 
Number 5 school again seems very impractical and would 
not in any way solve the problem. Last year I recommended 
that a committee be appointed to study the South Merri- 
mack situation and make recommendations to the School Dis- 
rict. The necessity for that study is even greater this year 
than last. It seems as if something should be done to bring 
that section of the town into line with other parts of the 
town. The day is not too far distant when this will be a 
must on the program. We certainly cannot go on much 
longer under present conditions. 

Our transportation system will have to be reorganized 
within another year or two. The district may have to con- 
sider purchasing adequate buses to run our transportation 
routes. 

In closing, I would like to thank the School Board, teach- 
ers and many interested citizens who have contributed to 
the good work of our schools.

~ Through basketball, we have enlarged our school’s ac- 
quaintance and repute. We have also strived to instill good 
sportsmanship as the first criterion by which our success 
was to be judged. In this we feel certain that we have 
succeeded.
